The al>ove proclamation and oath were 
approved by lieu. Bu inside, who, July 31, 
J-*o'», declared Kentucky under martial law 
for the purpose ot protecting the rights of 
her loyal citizens at the jsnls and elsewhere, 
and commanded all military otlhrers "to 
aid the constituted authorities ol the State 
111 the support o( the laws and the purity < f 
suil rage defined in the late proclamation 
ol his ExcllencyGov. 1-b.bius am." 

Gov. Bramlette, too, < let, 'til, proclaimed 
that tin same Expatriation Act "should Is- 
strieily ami faithfully enforced ac-ording 
to its own provisions," and pr-ascril»ed the 
same oath. And just afterward Gen. Bur- 
biiilge orier.sl ti,al said aci ami oath 
"must lie the test of jsditical rights to the 
rebral element in our midst, whether resi- 
dent or sojourning from other States, and 
neither false oaths nor the culpable uonui- 
\aii<-oi partisan officers of elections will 
shield from punishment those who violate 
l he act. ,Those known as adherents of 
the cause ol the rebellion will not be per- 
muted to indulge in seditious discussions, 
attend p.lui- al meetiims, or the pla-rvs ol 
voting on election day."

The telegraph informs us of the death of 
Sir E. P. Taclie, the Premier of the < 'ai ti-r-

was an old and wealthy citizen of Quebec, 
who had filled many important ollices in 
the Provinces, and had been knighled by 
the Queen. As Premier of the pmetBl 
Ministry, however, he was merely a figure 
head for Carlier, Macdonald, Brown and 
other active spirits, who constitute the pro- 
vincial government. IfonOB hU death signi- 
fies little iu a politiCHl way. He was th. 
father-in-law of the notorious Coursol, who 
discharged the St. Alban's raiders Tremens 
tody. 

A significant occurrence in Mississippi is 
ifleerUMd in a letter from Vicksburg. A 
rebel planter murdered a freed man on a 
very slight provocation. Th" military ar- 
rested the assassin, when the newly made 
Union officials ol ihe vicinity tried to get 
him released on habeas carpus. This has 
not l»een done, General Howard having or 
dered Colonel Thomas to keep his prisoner 
111 custody at all hazards. If he had been 
surrendered on the writ, the assassin would 
have lieen acquitted, as the deed was se n 
only by negro witnesses, who are not BOM* 
pete eite teetUV against a white person by 
the old laws of Mississippi. 

Considerable sensation has been occa- 
sioned in Lansiimburg, N. Y., by the reve- 
lation of a domestic d lliculty iu the family 
ol a well-know n resident. It. seems that be 
married a secoud wile only nine weeKs af- 
ter her predecessor died. In a few days, 
he demanded of his new spouse that she 
should make over the deeds of her large 
property to him. She refused, and the re- 
sult was a series of remarks which led hi* 
own daughter by the first wife to remon- 
strate with her lather. Thereupon the la- 
ther seized her by the throat, ami choked 
her until she was black in the face, at the 
same time giving her several heavy blows. 
Neighbors, hearing the woman scream, in- 
terposed t> prevent further outrage.

It may not be uninteresting to your ren- 
ders to know something of General Rous- 
seau's past life- parentage, education and 
rise to the notice of the puhlic. His pareuts 
emigrated to Kentucky from Virginia, at 
an early day, and settled in Garrard coun- 
ty. They did not belong to the V. F. V.'s, 
but Mr. Rousseau, the father, was a man of 
intelligence and education, acquired with- 
out the advantages of school, by hard ap- 
plication. He taught school for the pur- 
pose of teaching his own children and ol 
maintaining his family— an occupation 
which yielded him a very slender income 
to feed and clothe twelve children. (Hd Mr. 
Kousseau died in \s:>l or with cholera, 
leaving the care and maintenance of the 
bunilj to the two elder brother*, L >vel H., 
(now Major-G. neral | and Kichard. They 
were then but boys, and the balance of the 
children being younger, could >*><>(' no help 
111 supporting the family. The two boys 
supported the family by any sort of labor 
they could get to do. About the vear 1834, 
Mrs. Kousseau lived in Garraid county. 
The writer of this, while on a visit to that 
county about that time, saw the two boys, 
Lovcll and Kichard, chopping and hauling' 
wood, With an ox team, thus providing th< 
means of livelihood lor the family. The 
history of General Kousseeu shows what 
industry, lofty aims, and perseverance will 
accomplish, under our riee Institutions 
About Ihw year 18.}<>, the family moved to 
Louisville, and not long after "the niothet 
died. Lovcll, w ith his I rffhlT Richar J, went 
to Indiana to seek employment, after tin 
h ath of their mother, when- 1 hey remain- 
ed some time. While laboring to provide 
for the family, the two boys were filline 
themselves by study for some higher em- 
ployment, and by dint of improving all 
their spare time, they were enabled 
to return from Indiana, after a short ab- 
sence, and commenced the practice of law. 
With the liie of Gen. Kossean since that 
lime, the js'ople of Louisville are familiar. 
He soon became a prominent lawyer. With 
his career since the rebellion broke out, the 
whole couu 1 ry is familiar enough. Thai 
he is destined to act an important and hon- 
orable pin in the politics of the country, 
there is no doubt. Ma tiro, Jit. 

I .ngllsh Snobbery— The I'rii cc of W ale>- 
at a I- Ire. 

The billowing is from the London Satin 
day Keview : 

As every loyal subject is by this tim< 
ware, the Prince of Wales's chimney 
might fire the other afternoon, and the "de- 
vouring element," as reporters sublimely 
style a little hot soot, was only Bubduetl af- 
ter the most arduous exertions on the part 
f Lord Derby, Lord Palmerstou, and His 
Royal Highness himself. Such is the sim- 
ple story as given in half a dozen lines in 
most of the morning papers. But only th. 
fashionable Post does lull justice to the mo- 
mentous importance of the event and the 
heroic achievements of the principal actors, 
i ijecpic simplicity with which the writer 
opens his story prepares us for what fol- 
>ws: "There is no exaggeration in saying 
thai Marlborough House stood in extreme 
>pardy yesterday afternoon, and there 
can be no question that good luck alone has 
hitherto saved the building, for it is little 
h'Bs than a miracle that no serious disaster 
has occurred, there long ago." < ibservc the 
wariness ot the style, the economy ol words, 
and the cogent proof of the proposition 
about good luck bv means of the other 
proposition about a miracle. Theart of put- 
ting the same statement into two lorms ol 
words, and then advancing one us a proof 
of the other, is here employed iu a master- 
ly manner. 

The subject is treated throughout with 
the same power and skill, and the result is 
a picture which ought to live iu history 
along with lhat of I 'iinuto and his courtiers. 
As soon as the fire broke out the Prince 
hastened to the spot. 1 Seeing the urgency 
of the case, without a moment's hesitation 
he threw off his coat and waistcoat and 
handed buckets of water from the tank, or 
threw them on the tire with more alacrity 
perhaps than any of the other persons as- 
sisting. Why ' perhaps?' Can it be doubt- 
ed? Besides the courageous manipulation 
of the buckets, the 1'riiK* gave ' the most 
judicious orders throughout the exciting 
scene.' When it became evident that, 'in 
order tbe more effectually to combat the 
danger,' somebody must go — no, wo beg 
pardon, ' an entrance must l>e effected' — in- 
to 'that part ol the buildingcommonly call- 
ed " cockloft," ' the Prince was first to pen- 
etrate ' into the region indicated.' We can 
sympathize fully with the distracted feel- 
ings of the fashiouablc reporter whom a 
hard fate compelled to call anything by the 
name by which it is ' commonly called.' 
The whole Ixxly ought really to lay their 
heads together and invent some less odious 
name for a cockloft. It sounds so horribly 
vulgar, and the notion of a prince having 
to climb into a cockloft approaches the trag- 
ic. However, the literary Jaames has done 
hisliest to soften the thing down by the 
genteel phrase of 'penetrating the region 
indicated.' 

"Unhappily the Prince 'penetrated' the 
region indicated iu another sense. 'Not 
knowing that, to secure one's safety, it was 
necesaary to tread on tho joists, be trod on 
the lath and plaster work, constituting the 
ceiling of the apartment beneath.' The 
blood of the reader runs sold as he pictures 
the heir to the throne walking on lath and 
plaster, and without his coat and waistcoat 
loo. The worst apprehensions of the on- 
lookers were realized, and the lath and 
plaster gave way. As they did not 'prove 
sufllcieutly strong lo maintain his weight, 
he fell through.' There is surely something 
slightly irreverent in thus attributing 
weighi to a royal personage. The famous 
t^ueeu of Spain, who 'nail no legs' oflicially, 
ought to be the tvpe of princely nature. It 
was probably only by the slip of the pen 
that the writer betrayed this base anthropo- 
morphic conception of a prince. But be 
that as it may, at this point tbe neglected 
joists came iu useful and prevented him 
from falling far. 'He quickly extricated 
himself, laughing most heartily at the 
drollness of the mishap, even amidst the 
danger which threatened.' By the way, 
'threatened' is rather a weaker way of end- 
iug a seuteuje. 'Imminently menaced his 
royal residence,' or some such phrase, 
would have bean more worthy of the occa- 
sion. Jeames does not get hold of such a 
theme as a prince in a cockloft every day, 
and it is a pity not to make ihe most of it. 

' The last sentence, however, of this ama- 
zing composiou is pretty fair. It tells us 
lhat 'the Priuce of Wales, as soon as the 
tire was extinguished, though iu a condition 



in which he was hardly recognizable, failed 
not to remember those who assisted hiui, 
and ordered refreshments to l>e served out 
to the blackened and begrimed people 
who had worked so hard and well." It 
rather reminds one of some of Mr. Bright's 
tine things als>ut the sons and daughters of 
toil. We do not, however, quite see the 
force of the 'though.' We fear Jeames has 
fallen intoa contusion Of the subjective and 
objective. There is no reason why 11 man, 
who is not recognizable should not recog- 
nize other*, nor does it follow, because he 
has a dirty face and is without a coat, that 
his bosom should be unmoved by gratitude 
aud eonsideraieness. But the footman who, 
we presume, writes these things, may 
be pardoned for associating good nature 
and other excellences with a gissl coat It 
is the nature of the creature. Helbinks the 
seat of the soul is not in the pineal gland.or 
any other part of the body, but in the coat 
and waistcoat. At all events, the Priuce 
may be congratulated on having proved in 
bis own person the falsehood of the cynical 
saving that no man is a hereto his own 
valet." 

A Horrible Crime Terrlblv Expiated— 
Two Negroes Hung by a Mob in llvaus- 
vilie. 

The two negro brutes, who so fiendishly 
maltreated a whit" woman on Sunday, 
fesrfuMy expiated their crime yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

Early yesterday morning a crowd of ex- 
cited people commenced collecting around 
the court house and jail, demanding that 
the prisoners be delivered up to them. The 
demand was refused, of course, and at noon 
the crowd dispersed, and it was hoped that 
belter counsels would prevail, anil that the 
guilty wretches would be left to the regular 
course of law. 

But, after noon, the crowd assembled 
again, and the excitement had evidently in- 
crease until about half-past 3 o'clock, when 
the front door of the jail building was 
broken open with a sledge hammer and 
the crowd rushed into the jail. How they 
reached the prisoners we did not learn, but 
they- were soon d ragged forth into Ihestreet, 
beaten down with clubs aud shot. 

After they were dead they were taken up 
and hanged to a lamp post on the corner ot 
Ihestreet, where they were hanging at a 
late hour in the evening. They were ulti- 
mately, we learn, taken down and buried. 

It was Ihe tirst scene of the kind, ever en- 
acted in Evansville, and for the fair fame 
of the city, we hope it will be the last. 

Every one execrates the abominable and 
brutal crime committed by the negroes, but 
peofa law isa dangerous remedy for evils ol 
ibis or any kind, and all good citizens de- 
plore a resort to it, and we hope this fearful 
and summary punishment will prove 6iich 
a w arning as that we shall never again hear 
of such a crime in our midst.— {Kvaiisville 
Jourual. olst ult.

THE CASE IN A NUT ^HELL. 

Kentucky wants labor to-day more than 
anything else. That portion of her negro 
population that has not fled from the State 
under the stimulus of the human and inex- 
tinguishable passion for liberty, is restless 
under continued bondage, and untrust- 
worthy as a laboring force in consequence 
thereof. The spirit that clings with death- 
grip to an effete and deteatible institution, 
is calculated more than any other to repel 
intelligent freemen who depend on their 
toil for their livelihood from immigrating 
hither. Such obstinate devotion to a folly 
and a nuisance, such a pertinacious attach- 
ment to a tyrannical, corrupt and corrupt- 
ing social order (or dia-order) after the na- 
tion has solemnly announced its overthrow 
as essential to its own preservation, reveals 
such a perverse temper and questionable 
loyalty in our people, as cannot jail to be- 
come a potent obstruction to the ingress of 
free laborers. 

Blacks certainly will neither stay, nor re- 
turn when once they have escaped. And 
white freemen fiom the North and Fast 
will seek a less repellant and abolition-cus- 
sin community. Any one at all conversant 
with the motor-forces which guide and 
originate the movements of men in masses, 
must perceive this aspect of the case clearly 
and vividly. The only immediate relief is 
for Kentucky to acquiesce frankly and free- 
ly in emancipation. It is egregious folly to 
shut our eyes to the fact that the negroes 
are sufficiently wide awake and alive to 
their own interests, to know full well what 
is going on in the State, and to be on hand 
for <j')ing off themselves cn ituutse, when 
they hear the decision of the State against 
their liberation. It is equal folly to deny 
that their loss will be felt, and severely so; 
or that the loss already sustained by the 
flight of some and demoralization of the re- 
mainder, is a formidable abatement from 
the wealth of the State. 

But a hundred accessory tacts and cir- 
cumstances augment the gravity of this 
loss many-fold. Prime amongst these is 
the ugly fact that nobody comes to take 
the place of the fugitive or the no longer 
trustworthy negro laborer. The farmer who 
has lost his slave-help loses a part or all of 
bis crop. 

Another fact is that the adherence of Ken- 
tucky to slavery against her manifest in- 
terest, and her equally manifest destiny, 
chiming in as it does with the conduct of a 
rankly disloyal reactionary faction in the 
South draws upon her the distrust and sus- 
picion of the entire loyalty of the country, 
and will for a long time subject her to be- 
ing both watched and avoided by loyal peo- 
ple. It is no secret that this very consider- 
ation has induced already some of the very 
best inhabitants of the Slate to leave it. The 
number of these self-exiles w ill increase if 
the amendment is rejected at the coming 
election. 

Nobody, not even the editor of the Demo- 
crat, has the hardihood to announce the be- 
lief that slavery can be rescued by any 
means, much less by Kentucky's rejection 
of the amendment. What then are we to 
gain by its rejection? Just this: the com. 
plete exodus of our slave population ; a 
practical veto on the immigration that 
mhrht furnish an equivalent for this loss, 
an increased depletion of our loyal white 
population; the distrust of the nation and 
our own self-contempt.

(.LIBERAL COX OX THE 
UUI>TION. 

Gen. Cox, the Union candidate for Gover- 
nor in Ohio, has written a lengthy and some- 
what remarkable letter to an Oberlin com- 
mittee, setting forth in response to their 
inquiries, his views on negro sufi rage und 
the best and wisest thing to be done with 
the freedmen now in the late rebel States. 
The letter is ably written, aud the spirit 
and frankness of it are altogether admira- 
ble. He objects to any attempt at forcing 
negro suffrage upon the reconstructing 
States, aud not only so, but expresses the 
conviction that the time will never come 
when the two races can mutually and peace- 
ably participate in political action. He re- 
gards the hostility of race as implacable 
and ineradicable. Aud this hostility be 
thinks will be aggravated indefinitely by 
putting the ballot into the hands 
of the inferior race. Even with- 
out this aggravation, he deems the 
continuance of the whites and blacks togeth- 
er in freedom at the South, difficult if not 
iuijKissible. He thinks there is mutual ha- 
tred of race between them, unintermitting 
aud unappeasable, however disguised: that 
it has smouldered in the heart of the slave 
through all the ages of his bondage, and 
will flame out in the day of his complete 
disentbralluient, quite as visibly in him as 
in his white oppressor. He cites history to 
show the inveterate character of race antag- 
onism, the vast periods of time required to 
subdue and eradicate them, and the usual 
solution of the difficulty by amalgamation. 
Such a solution is of course not to bethought 
of in the present case, and the General costs 
about for another that shall be at oncejust, 
humane, and fraught with the possi- 
bilities and indications of success. His 
plan in brief is to colonize the freed- 
men on our own soil. He proposes, to avoid 
the extinction of any existing State organ- 
ization — to take contiguous portions of 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, and 
Florida, and erect the territory thus ob- 
tained into a dependant province for these 
freedmen. The inhabitants to commence 
at once the experiment of self-government 
under the guarantee of assistance and pro- 
tection from the nation. He does not pro- 
pose coercion as a means of settling this 
province with freedmen, but would trust 
the result to the inevitable repulsions of 
race, and the stimulus of prosoective self- 
government and absolute freedom. Such 
is an imperfect outline of his plan. He 
does not elaborate it to any extent, and he 
frankly admits the numerous difficulties 
besetting it, although refraining from any 
specification of these. The General writes, 
he says, as an old and earnest anti- 
slavery man. He rejoices at the over- 
throw of slavery and holds it to be 
a national responsibility which can- 
not tie Bhirked nor evaded to secure the 
freedman in his new-found freedom. He 
moreover disavows any dogmatic adhesion 
to this plan of colonization, and declares 
himself ready to co-operate in any plan 
which the loyal people of the country shall 
ultim itely decide upon as the final solution 
of the negro problem. 

We refrain now from any comment up- 
on this manly and suggestive document. 
A good many of the difficulties that occur 
to us, in the General's project, seem insu- 
perable. But we are willing and even eager 
to listen to all earnest and thoughtful sng- 
on the subject, and shall take oc- 
bereafter to discuss this whole prob- 
lem according to the beat light and amplest 
information we can obtain respecting it.

1!», 1865.— The purity ol' the elet-tivf fnin- 
t-hise can only be preserved by a faithful 
enforcement of the laws governing the 
same. For their enforcement the olflcers 
will lie held res|K>usible. 

Kvery free white male citiy.'-n, 21 years of 
age, who has resided in Kentucky two 
ye;ir<. anil whose residence has been in the 
district where he offers to vote for 60 next 
next preceding the election; and each white 
male citizen wiio, not havins; two years 
1 i-m iflSMM in the State; but has resided one 
year in the county, and sixty days in the 
precinct where he'ofters to vote, next pre- 
ceding the election, is entitled to vote; pro- 
vided he has not expatriated UsMSM&f and 
lost t lie elective Ira nobis;' by coming within 
tlie provisions of the following act: 

<;H APTEIt .VW. 
An Act to amend chapter 16 of the Revised 

Statutes, entitled "Citizens, Expatriation, 

and Aliens." 

Sec. 1. He it enact ol by the General Assem- 
bly 0/ the thiiiinonu'cal'th 0/ Kentucky, That 
BBJ citizen of this Slate who shall euter 
into the service of the so-called Confederate 
."State, in either a civil or military capacity, 
or into the service of the so-called Provis- 
ional Government of Kentucky, in either a 
civil or military capacity, or having here- 
tofore entered such service of either the 
Confederate State* or Provisional Govern- 
ment, shall continue in such service afterthis 
act lakes etlect, or shmll take up or continue 
in arms against the military forces of the 
Cniled States or the State of Kentucky, or 
shall fhnj voluntary aid and assistance to 
those in arms against said forces, shall be 
deemed to have expatriated himself, ami 
shall no longer bea citizen of Kentucky; nor 
shall he again be a citizen, except by per- 
mission ol the Lefcishiture, by a general or 
sjtecial statute. 

Sec. 2, That whenever a person attempts, 
or is called on, to exercise any of the con- 
stitutional or legal rights and privileges be- 
longing only to citizens of Kentucky, he 
may be required to negative, ou oath, the 
expatriation provided in the tirst section ol 
this act; and upon iiis failure or refusal to 
do so, shall not be periuillod to exercise 
any such right or privilege. 

Sec. a. This act to be of force in thirtt 
days from and after its passage. 

All persons challenged as coming within 
the provisions of this law, should be re- 
quired to lake the following oath, prescribed 
by my predecessor, and which is in con- 
formity with the law: 

OATH. 

" You tin solemnly swear that you have not, 
since the 10th day tf April, \siVl, been m the 
nervier of the so-called 'Confederate .S.'ate.s,' 
or in the 'Provisional Government of Ken- 
BMt /•'.'/,' im citlier a civil or military capacity, 
and that uon have not qiven, directly or indi- 
reetl*, VOLUNTARY AID AND Assis'f- 
AMCE TO THOSE IN ARMS AGAINST 
Till: GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OR THE STATE OF KEN- 
TUCK Y. <>r those vho were intending to join 
the armed forces of the so-called 'Confederate 
.States,' ami t/uit you mUt bear true mmd faith- 
ful allegiance to said Governments of the 
I'mted Statin and State of Kent inky, so help 
you GOD. " 

Absence from the place of residence in 
the service of the couutry, or from any 
other cause, where no intention existed to 
change the residence, will not exclude from 
voting, if present at the election precinct 
where his residence is, on the day of elec- 
tion. 

Absence without any purpose of chang- 
ing the residence, keeps the residence of 
such person in his voting precinct. 

Loyal men throughout the State are re- 
quested to report to the Governor »ny dis- 
regard of the expatriation law, either upon 
tin- part of otlicere or citizens; giving the 
names of the nJl'.-iiders— that they may be 
proceeded against for such violation. "The 
officer who shall fail to discharge his duty, 
as prescribed by law, or the citizen who, 
not l>eing entitled to vote, shall do so in 
violation of law, ebould be promptly re- 
ported, that the projier steps may be taken 
for his pun shment. These p.aiu words 
are spokeu, that none may act upon the 
supposition that they will be permitted, 
with impunity, to disregard the laws made 
10 guard and protect the purity of the elec- 
tive Iranchise, or override the lawfully es- 
tablished sovereignty of the people. 

The military authorities will assist the 
civil officers in the enforcement of these in- 
siru- tions, if any attempt lie made to vio- 
late them, upon application to the officer 
uearest in command.

Commercial Matters In New York. 

Nkw Yoiti;. Aur. 2.— At stock Exchange 
this A. M., there was a stronger feeling on 
railroad stoc k, and prices were all higher. 
A purchase of 1,000 shares of Reading was 
made by one house. The fear of stringent 
money markets is evidently passing away, 
and there is a returning confidence in Sew- 
ing shares. There have been a great many 
weak prrties at stock exchange. Shares 
a shade lighter since Monday morning, but 
stocks passed into stronger hands in the af- 
ternoon. 

The stock market is stronger, with more 
disposition to buy. Erie and Northwest- 
ern were in demand, while there was quite 
a rush for Hudson, at a sharp advance. 
Government securities at the Hoard were 
rather more steady, with less pressure to 
sell; 7-30 notes are very plenty, but holders 
are not so eager to throw them upon the 
market as yesterday. 

State Bonds dull and lower. Miscella- 
neous shares generally lirm. The Uold 
market very quiet and light. Many parties 
think the present high rates of interest will 
weaken the bulls and cause a fall in pre- 
mium. Money is in active demand and 
more plenty than vesterday. Petroleum 
stocks were heavy this morning, and there 
was a large decline throughout nearly the 
entire list, but they became stroner in the 
afternoon, with sales at the following rates: 
Cherry Run 30; U. S. 29 25; Buchanan 
Farm' .00; Webster 180; Pithale Creek 57;

Derision by the Commlssiouer of Inter- 
Loau. 

Washington, Aug. 2.— The Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue has decided that a 
mortgage to secure an annuity of $1,000 per 
annum during life, an over tax of the pres- 
ent value of annuity being specified in the 
condition of the mortgage, M08 is subject to 
a Btaaap duty of SO. Produce brokers are 
requried to pay a tax of % jier cent on theii 
sales, and are considered brokers under 
section 9. This tax is additional to license. 

The 120th section of the act of June 30, 
1864, keclares that for the purpose of this 
act the term real estate shall include all 
land and incorporate, The Commissioner 
says "it will hardly be contended that 
leaseholders' estates are included in the 
forgoing enumerations, and what is not ex- 
pressly included may be reasonably sup- 
posed to have been intentionally omitted. 
I can see the impropriety in extending the 
application of a statute to matters beyoud 
the ordinary point of language." 

I therefare decide that said arrange- 
ment of lease ought not to be regarded as a 
sale of real estate. 

The total number of National Banks 
chartered since the law of Congress on that 
subject is 1,499, with an aggregate capital of 
570,000,000, and a circulation of $10,191,180. 

The printing of the notes of the last and 
final issue of the 7-3o loan is entirely com- 
pleted at the Treasury Department. 

Persons Elected to Ofli. e iu Virginia, Who 
are Diaqualilied by Law. 

Washington, Aug. 2.— Gov. Pierpout 
has addressed a notice to the Justices of the 
County Courts ol* Virginia, sayiug that he 
had leliable information that in a number 
ot ronnties in the State, persons had been 
■ l aetad to cilice in the Commonwealth, sucL 
as CommisHioners of Revenues and clerks 
of courts, and in some instances justice of 
the peace, who are disqualified by a clause 
in the Constitution, which excludes from 
voting or holding offices, any persons who 
have held an othce or been a member of the 
Confederate Congress or Legislature. The 
Justices are directed to order all the offices 
above referred, which persons so disquali- 
fied, shall have been elei ted, vacaut, and to 
order elections immediately to till such va- 
cancies. 

A Ka*cal Caught. 

Washington, Aug. 2.— During the late 
Presidential canvass a man named J. W. 
Fuller perpetrated a series of frauds by 
pretending to be agent of the Republican 
CkmimittM, of winch Senator Harlan was 
chairman, and collecting money from vari- 
ous officeholders throughout the country. 
He had previously provided himself with 
several hundred blank receipts, signed by 
Mr. liarlau, which he had stolen. Gen. 
Baker has ever since been tracking Fuller 
with his detectives, and was only recently 
successful in arresting and bringing him to 
this plaee. He hails from Indiana, but has 
servtd hve years in the State peniten- 
tiary- 
False Report. 

Washington, August 2. — There is no 
truth in the report iu circulation iu some 
parts of the country that the uotts of tin 
National Banks had been counterteited. 
After the first installment of notes had bee-i 
issued to five or six of the Banks first or- 
ganized a slight change was made in letter- 
ing in detail ot the $5 note, which accounts 
for the variation now seen betwten the S/t 
first issued anil the subsequent ones. There 
are no counterfeits of any denomination of 
National currency. 



CLAIM ACENCY. 



Merited Promotion Convention of Col- 
or*, d People. 

Washington, August 2.— Brigadier Gen. 
Howard, late Major lieiural in the volun- 
teer forces, has been promoted Major Gen- 
eral in the regular army, to date from the 
20th of March, for gallant and meritorious 
services. 

Colored delegates met in Alexandria to- 
day, their object being to secure the right ol 
suffrage and other benefits. The Proceed- 
irgs were varied by long and angry debates 
upon the subject of excluding the colored 
men from the District of Columbia.
